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FOREWORD 


ELIEVING that public interest in the 
arts, crafts and sciences constitutes one 
of the most valuable and unassailable 

bonds between nations and peoples, it is the 
policy of the National Gallery to arrange as 
many exchanges of both British and foreign 
art as possible and the present exhibition of 
Scottish water-colours is an important example 
of Empire co-operation in this respect. 


This exhibition of the work of the members 
of the Royal Scottish Society of Painters in 
Water-Colours is the second that has been 
arranged in Canada and, like the first held in 
1933, is in the nature of a reciprocal one with 
the Canadian Society of Painters in Water 
Colour. 


The Canadian exhibition will open in Edin- 
burgh in February and after its showing there 
will, like this Scottish one, tour a part of the 
country before returning home. 


It is needless to say that the work of the two 
water-colour societies is somewhat different in 
style and method. Each represents the environ- 
ment, climate and ideals of its country and 
artists, and in this Scottish exhibition it is 
possible to trace many national characteristics 
and to gain an excellent idea of the soundness 
of technique, development and high achieve- 
ment of Scottish work in this lovely and long 
tried medium.
